REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 
To the Citizens of Litchfield: 


Many changes have taken place since our last report. 
Last June nine of our boys and girls graduated and _ all 


entered Nashua High School and are ‘progressing satis- 
factorily. : 


On September 10, 1941 vour chairman received a request 
for a leave of absence from Supt. Fred W. Hall for service 
with the U. S. War Department to take effect September 19, 
1941. Supervisory Union No. 27 granted the request. The 
Union is fortunate in securing Mr. Gaius H. Barrett as 
Superintendent for the balance of the year. Mr. Barrett 
comes to us with a wealth of experience and appears to be 
well qualified for the position. 


Miss Mary E. Connor resigned as teacher of the Primary 
room November 7, 1941. We were very loathe to loose a 
teacher whose esteem among pupils, parents and townspeople 
had reached such a high degree of respect. We congratulate 


her on her advancement and wish her continued success. 


As Manchester had stepped into our school-room and 
picked an experienced teacher for their youth, so we stepped 
over to Raymond and selected a teacher with eight years of 
teaching experience to care for our boys and girls. We are 
very fortunate in getting Miss Ruth 8. Colby, a member of 
the first class to hold a formal graduation from our school, 
as our primary room teacher. She shows marked ability in 
picking up the work of her predecessor and we feel no ground 
will be lost in making the change.

Wilson and Mrs. Helen Parker carried on the work very 
successfully.

tinued success. 


It is very pleasing to be able to continue the hot lunches at 
four cents per day. Mrs. Mary Haight continues to arrange 
wholesome menus, aided by U. S. Surplus Commodities 
which are very helpful. Last spring the hot lunches were 
continued to the first of May at, a cost of thirty-two dollars, 
without extra appropriation. 


We were obliged to install a new water pump, the old being 
beyond repair. Being troubled with heating the primary 
room, two double windows were put on, which satisfy. 


Some time ago the State Police asked permission to finger 
print all the children. It was granted. We learn this will be 
done as soon as they can get here. 


- Three handicapped children are receiving instruction at 
Hudson, showing good returns in their class work. We get 
a most reasonable price for this instruction. 


Permission was asked and granted to use the school-house 
for defense meetings. 


The District voted to extend the School Bus route on the 
Paige Road and Darrah Pond Road. We received a very 
reasonable price for the’ extension. This trip cares for 
eighteen children. We thank and are very grateful to the 
Colby Brothers for the care and safety of the children, also 
the trip given the children last June.
